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ELECTION SIDESHOWS 
Only one thing can be said for exaegerated, 
vituperative political campaigning. It stirs up 
partisan excitement and help,-, gel out the 
vote. And this technique of the sideshow bark- 
er Is so successful that even In times of crisis 
Hko the present, when sober thouEht Is a 
prime necessity, It Is employed as freely as 
ever. 

We had a dose of It In our last presidential 
campaign. And now England Is getting some 
or the same. With the end of the European 
war and the imminent elections, the name- 
calling has broken out like a family row that 
. explodes as soon as the guests leave. 

As usual, both sides claim all the virtues 
and warn of their opponent's treachery. But 
this time the feeling is perhaps even sharper 
because of the Labor party's plan of modified 
state socialism. 

Mr. Churchill warns that socialism won't 
brook criticism, and that some sort of Ges- 
tapo will appear in the United Kingdom if 
Labor triumphs. Mr, Attlec, Labor's leader, 
holds the Tories responsible for child labor 
and sweat shops, unemployment, and a badly 
boused, ted, and clothed nation, in presenting 
his case for collectivism. 

All this is the same old assortment of melo- 
dramatic halt-trutlis. And it reminds us again 
that we're still waiting lor some politician, 
American, British or otlierwlse, to make a 
speech in the loUowIng vein: 

No political system in Itself can guarantee 
you all the good things In life. And no eco- 
nomic system Is so 'perfect that It can run 
Itself. 

State socialism has been a great thing In 
Sweden, bringing down prices, breaking up 
monopolies, and still letting private business 
live. Nationalized industry was tried once In 
the United States when the government tried 
to run the railroads during the Ilrst World 
war, and made a sorry, expensive, contused 
mess of It, It all depends on the men who 
operate the system. 

The machinery of state socialism can't 
guarantee low taxes, high living standards, 
and a bath tub In every home. Neither can 
the machinery of a capitalistic democracy. 
State socialism in Itself can't legislate away 
depressloiis, greed, corruption and Incompe- 
tence. A capitalistic democracy can't legislate 
permanent prosperity Into being. 

The best thing a system of government can 
do Is to leave a people free to choose the best 
men for the Job of running that government, 
and free to change them It they fall. That 
means finding men of Integrity and wisdom 
who don't think that access to consumer goods 
provides all the answers, and who believe a 
nation's critical concern (or Us ethical prin- 
ciples Is more Important than two cars In 
every garage. 

And that means the slow task of broaden- 
ing and Improving a people's education and 
level ol Intelligence until It can develop and 
recognize such men. It Is a dlttloult and un- 
apectacular task, but one that Is highly nec- 
essary and richly rewarding.
